I have often > 
with surprise, in the course of my practice, thet 
when | had suspicion of the habits of a patient, I 
have uxjuired hes age, that, with all the marks 
of age aod decrepitvde upon him, he was seme 
years my junior. The batit of spirit-drmdeing 
vnlits ite victims to bear the wounds, fractures, 
and aceiwdents of various kinds to which all ag 
hable , and the skill ot the surgeon is often baf- 
fled! or foiled by tke ull condition of his patient, 
who, by a long course of spirit drinking, has de 
stroyed the powers of his constitution. It sake 
worthy of remark, that the spirt-drinker is pe 
cularly susceptible of discase of all kinds, aad, 
consequently, is likely to fall the Gret viet t 
fevers, or other eprderme distermpers. The 
ravages of the cholera have confirmed this 
unoutnbered proofs.
